How William Crist Barterd His Body 
for Gingerbread. 


WITH THE MILITARY AND MUSIC 


He Went The Crime for

(uite recently there was published 
in a Baltimore paper an account of 
the murder trial and execution of 
George Swearinger for wife murder 
He was hung, as is well known his 
torically in Cumberlandin 1820. Rich 
ard Beall being sheriff and execution 
er. This was the first case of admin 
istering the extreme penalty of the 
law in Allegany county. There are 
yet just a few who saw the awful 

scene 
The next case of the kind was Wil 
liam Crist, who was tried for the mur- 
der of Abraham Frey in 1545, and 
was convicted at the October court of 
that year, and hanged the following 
month in Cumberland. It wasa case 
‘ of great interest and created quite a 
sensation at the time. It is believed 
your many readers would be glad 
and even benefited by reading a truth- 
ful and reliable account or history of 
this noted case, personally re 
membered by only a few spared ones. 
It is, therefore, proposed by one of 
that smal! fewto write up the oecur- 
rence in theinterest of and on the lines 
of history.

delayed by a defect in the fuse, but it 
finally exploded nearly two hours late 

Meanwhile the Confederates were not 
napping. The fort itself was occupied 
by Captain R. G. Pegram’s Virginia 
battery, and the trenches, which means 
the system of walled ditches, bomb 
proofs and other shelter for infantry 
on both sides of the battery, by the 
Eighteenth and Twenty-second South 
Carolina infantry.

DISCOVERY OF MARYLAND CAVE. 


Found by WorKkmen Who Were Blast- 
ing ina Quary Near Cavetown.
